Sermon  of  the  Rev.  Air.  TVest. — We  have  been 
highly  gratified  by  a  perusal  of  the  sermon  reviewed 
by  a  correspondent.

other.  We  sincerely  hope  that  the  great  and 
leading  principles  of  his  Ecclesiastical  I'olify  will  be 
as  liigldy  valued  and  cherished  in  our  Church,  as  they 
have  long  been  by  tlie  great  mass  of  our  brethren  in 
the  Church  of  England. 

Important  Entimale. — The  Charleston  Observer  es¬ 
timates  the  sum  contributed  for  religious  and  benevo¬ 
lent  purposes  in  the  United  States,  including  the  sa¬ 
laries  of  ministers,  at  $6,180,000  annually  ;  while 
the  expenses  of  Intemperance,  Lotteries  and  other 
gambling.

Art.  4.  Members.  The  members  of  this  Society 
shall  consist  of  Protestants,  who  acknowledge  their 
belief  in  the  godhead  of  the  Father,  of  the  Son,  and  of 
he  Holy  Ghost,  three  co-eqiial  and  co-eternal  Persons, 
in  one  living  and  true  G<kI;  and  who  unite  to  support 
the  Society  by  contributing,  &c.

Sandwich  Island  Mission. — The  missionaries  who 
left  this  country  in  December,  1850,  for  the  Sandwich 
Islands,  arrived  on  the  7tli  of  June,  after  a  pleasant, 
though  protracted  voyage,  of  161  days.  Letters  have 
been  received  from  the  Islands,  within  a  few  days,  to 
the  14th  of  September,  nearly  eleven  months  later 
than  previous  intelligence.  The  missionaries  were  in 
comfortable  health,  with  the  tingle  exception  of  the 
printer,  and  the  mission  prosperous  Ih  all  its  depart¬ 
ments.  'Pile  schools  contain  50,000  pupils.  'I'he 
churches  have  420  native  members.  John  Adams,  a 
member  of  the  Church  and  an  energetic  reformer, 
has  succeeded  Boki,  as  Governor  of  Oahu.  A  Na¬ 
tional  Temperance  Society  has  been  formed  by  the 
high  chiefs — local  associations,  with  numerous  mem¬ 
bers,  having  existed  previously.
